Admits Retreat from Two Towns— 


Declares It for Strategic Purposes— 


Russia Perfects Scheme for Attacks 


In Balkans. 


Laris, Oct. -0, 
An Italian squadron 
is en route for the near East und r 
sealed orde rs, according to a Brindisi 
dispatch. It is supposed this squadron 
is to participate in the bloc kade of 
the Bulgarian coast. 


London, Oct

In 
the course of collecting well records, 
the hvdrologi« is of the survey have 
observed many w« dls that emit cur­ 
rents of air with m or e or less force, 
sometimes accompanied by a whist­ 
ling sound which can hg heard for a 
long distance. 
The best knov n ex amples of this 
tvpe of well are found throughout 
the State of Nebraska. Blowing wells 
are also known to occur in Rapides 
Parish, in Southern Louisiana. 
The 
fo’re of the air currents In one of 
Dm Southern Louisiana wells is suffi­ 
cient to keep a man's bat suspended 
above it. 
T h e cause of such phenomena 
Is 
m a i n l y due to changes in a t m os ph e r i c 
pressure or to changes In tempera­ 
ture. 
During the progress of a low 
barometer storm over these, regions, 
th** air is ex pelled from the blowing 
wells. With a rising barometer 
the 
blowing become« rapidly less until 
th« * current is finally reversed. 
Differences in the temperature of 
th** surface air and the air in the soil 
also produce similar effects. 
When 
the interstices between the grains of 
sand, gravel, etc., in which the well 
is driven are filled with water, the 
phenomena of blowing is much less 
noticeable.— St. Louis Republic. 


COOKING FISH IN CLAY. 


Impro v es Flav o r and Keep« Flesh 
Firm and Hard. 


“ The natives of the North Woods 
have more appetizing way s to cook 
fish than any other class of cooks in 
the world, I believe,’’ said Leonard 
Kchoe, of Tomah. “ It, surprises peo­ 
ple who come into the fishing coun­ 
try to learn that there are so many 
way s of cooking fish. 
The universal 
favorite, however, seems to ho the 
clay method. 
“ This Is so simple that It Is nearly 
alway s used when the cook can se­ 
cure some good, firm clay . The fish 
is wrapped in the clay without hav­ 
ing so much as a scale ruffled by the 
cleaning knife. 
Ho is not dressed, 
and the only seasoning is a pinch of 
salt placed In the mouth. When the 
fish is done up In (he clay the pack­ 
age is placed in the embers of the 
camp fire to bake. 
When it is done 
the (lay is cracked open, and the 
scales of the fish are fonnd to he 
sticking in the clay , and the head is 
then broken off. 
Tho delicate flavor 
of the fish cooked in this way can­ 
not he described. 
Some of the cooks 
have a habit of cutting a long gash 
along each side of (he dorsal tin and 
inserting a slice of fut bacon. 
This 
adds greatly to the flavor of tlie fish. 
“Another thing which makes th*. 
fl*h so fine in the woods is that they 
are generally cooked in a short time 
after coming out of tho water. 
The 
« ■old streams keep (hi* flesh firm and 
hard, making them far superior to 
the fish one gets in the cities.” — Mil­ 
waukee Sentinel.
